Plague in Sydney from November H, 1901, to April 22, 1902 

Sydney, New South Wales, April 22, 1902. 

Sir : I forward you the latest official statement as to bubonic plague 
in Sydney. 

-/The theory of the disease is, that it is not contagious nor transmis- 
sible except by inoculation, and that it originates with the rats, and is 
communicated by fleas which leave the dead rats for human beings. 

There is no alarm shown here or any cessation of business or travel ; 
yet every effort possible is made by the health board to stamp out the 
disease. 

The process is to kill the rats and render all houses rat proof. De- 
struction of rats is by poison and traps. Ships are fumigated inward 
coming or outward going.

The following were the chief causes 
of death : Aneurism, 3 ; arterio-sclerosis, 2 ; bronchitis, 5 ; cirrhosis of 
liver, 3 ; diarrhea and dysentery, 6 ; erysipelas, 1 ; enteritis, 1 ; malarial 
fevers, 5; gastritis, 10; hepatitis, 3; elephantiasis, 1; meningitis, 3; 
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senile debility, 1; Bright' s disease, 1; nephritis, 2; stillborn, 6; pneu- 
monia, 1 ; peritonitis, 1 ; tetanus, 3 ; tuberculosis, 9, and other diseases, 37.
